Khrushchev also said that ef- 
fective in 1958 there will be no 
more annual loan drives In 
these drives Soviet citizens have 
been contributing each year 
from three weeks to one month's 
pay in return for the state 
bonds which will now be 
frozen 

Recently receipts of the 
Soviet government from these 
loans have run up to 30 billion 
rubles a year. The scheduled 
repayments of principal and 
interest on them would amount 
to 16 billion rubles this year 
and 18 billion next vear. 

Anticipating a skeptical atti- 
tude abroad to this measure, 
Khrushchev in announcing the 
new measure at a meeting of 
60.000 workers in the city of 
Gorky declared: 

“Tne capitalist merchant who 
would cut his father’s throat 
for one half per cent of profit 
will never understand this. He 
will never understand the soul 
of the Soviet people. He will 
never believe you are doing 
this of your own free will. He 
will read the papers and say 
they have intimidated the work- 
ers and peasants into accepting 
this measure.” 


The stopping of repayment

Meade Alcorn reported wearily | 


today that he had been unable 
to achieve harmony among 
feuding Missouri Republicans, 
after making special efforts in 
that direction with statealeaders 
of the party in conferences here 
yesterday and today. 

The differences were over pat- 
ronage and finances, just as 
they have been persistently in 
recent years despite peace-mak- 
ing efforts of many sorts. In 
the meantime, Missouri Repub- 
licans have been slipping while 
the party prospered nationally. 

At the conciusion of more 
than four hours of talks, Alcorn 
announced: 

“We are right where we 
started. As national chairman I 
have exercised every possible | 
means of persuasion to get Mis- 
souri Republicans fighting Dem- 
ocrats. I do not .seem to have 
succeeded up to this point. I 
think it is very regrettable.” 

Alcorn added that when ques- | 
tions involved in the dispute, | 
which contributed to serious 

tepublican losses in the state | 
in the 1956 election, come be-| 
fore him in the future, he will 
just have to do the best he can. | 
Wangelin Won't Agree. 

The sand in the gears was 
furnished by H. K. (Kenny) 
Wangelin of Poplar Bluff, who 
was named Republican state 
chairman about two months ago. 
Wangelin, who seemed deeply 
perturbed, refused to go along 
with proposals made by Alcorn 
end acceptable to Representa- 
tive Thomas B. Curtis of Web- 
ster Groves and Mrs. Horace S. 
Hedges, Republican national 
committeewoman. . 

Curtis said he had conferred 
with National Committeeman El- 
roy W. Bromwich by telephone 
and was authorized to say that 
Bromwich also would go along. 
Bromwich was in St. Louis. 

Wangelin, making the point 
that Bromwich had not attend- 
ed the meeting, issued the fol- 
lowing statement today 
corridor outside the National 
Committee offices: 

“The trouble in Missouri 
boils down to President Eisen- 
hower versus Harold E. Stassen. 
1 am an Eisenhower man and 
will do all in my power to sup- 


port Eisenhower and Nixon 
people. 
“Mr. Bromwich was not an

not an Eisennower-Nixon sup- 
porter now, and is not present 
et this meeting. I am an Ejisen- 
hower-Nixon supporter and am 
interested in bringing Missouri 
back into the Republican col- 
umn in 1958. I am not inter- 
ested in Stassen delegates in 
1950.” 
Bromwich 1956 Action. 

In 1956, Bromwich supported 
the ill-fated move of Stassen, 
presidential disarmament ad- 
viser to the President, to 
“dump” Vice President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon from the ticket. 

Wangelin is a friend and ad- 
mirer of Barak T. Mattingly, 
former national committeeman, 
who is close to Attorney Gen- 
eral Herbert Rrownell. Curtis 
belongs to a faction opposing 
that of Mattingly. Wangelin 
eaid he had not talked to Mat- 
tingly about problems devel- 
oped at the meetings, but had 
telephoned several members of 
tne State Committee last night. 

It seemed obvious that the 
majority of the 44-member 
State Committee was fearful 
that the National Committee 
wanted to get its hands on 
patronage rights and on 
finances. 

As a solution to the patron- 
age problem, Alcorn proposed 
that national headquarters no- 
tify Wangelin, Bromwich and 
Mrs. Hedges of openings and 
that. after they conferred, they 
report back to Alcorn through 
a designated channel, Brom- 
wich. This, Alcorn said, was 
proposed so that a unanimous 
or majority choice could be re- 
ported in an orderly way. Every- 
one approved this except Wan- 
gelin, who obviously stood to 
be outvoted every time. 

On Finance Chairman. 

As to finances, Alcorn said 
there was no question of the 
right of Wangelin to appoint a 
state finance chairman. ‘(Wange- 
lin's appointee is Harvey Beffa 
of St. Louis.)

For Hospital and Health Control 


New Charter Would Provide for Two Com- 
missioners — Action Toward Making 
All Property Assessments Public. 


Separate health and hospital 
commissioners would be estab- 
lished by the proposed new city 
charter under an amendment 
adopted yesterday by the char- 
ter board of freeholders 

As originally drafted, the ten- 
tative charter proposal would 
have created a department of 
health and hospitals distinct 
from the present department of 
welfare, with a director of health 
and hospitals as its head. The 
director would have been given 
a commissioner of hospitals but 
would himself have served as 
his own health commissioner. 


Consultations Held. 

As a result of conferences 
with the St. Louis Medical 
Society, the Social Planning 
Council and Health Commis- 
sioner Dr. J. Earl Smith, the 
committee on executive and ad- 
ministrative departments  of- 
fered an amendment setting up 
a health commissioner. 


After its adoption, Commit- 


tee Chairman Frederick E 
Busse told reporters it had 
been the feeling of the com- 


mittee that by making the di- 
rector of health and hospitals 
serve also as health commis- | 


sioner the committee wouid 
have achieved a_ streamlining 
effect and save the city the 


expense of an additional exec- 
utive. 

The committee did not ac- 
cept another suggestion that 
the separate boards of hospitals 
and health be combined into 
one board. However, as a par- 
tial concession, the charter was 
amended to permit the two 
boards to meet in joint session 
on the call of the director of 
health and hospitals. 

Assessment Records. 

On motion of Freeholder Da- 
vid M. Grant, the chapter on 
the department of revenue was 
amended to make all assess- 
ments of both real and personal 


property public reeords. Grant 
said he recently had_ experi- 
enced great difficulty in get- 
ting access to certain real es- 
tate assesments despite the 
fact that present ordinances 
make these data public records 
He said he would like to see a 
statement of policy on this mat- 
ter in the charter. 

Under the tentative draft of 
the charter, judges of the city 
courts would be required to de- 
vote tull time to their duties 
and would be prohibited from 
engaging in the private prac- 
tice of law during their tenure. 
As the result of a letter from 
Arthur J. Freund, attorney, the 
board discussed removing the 
bar on private practice but de- 
ferréd a final decision. 

In his letter, Freund declared 


it would be difficult to persuade | 


lawyers of high caliber to ac- 
cept appointment as city judges 
unless they were given salaries 
equal to those paid 


the salary to be fixed by ordi- 
nance. 

Stemmler Favors Change. 

Freeholder John F. X. Cal- 
lanan proposed removal of the 
bar on private practice. Free- 
holder Chairman George lL. 
Stemmler agreed, saying it was 
sufficient to require the judges 
to give full time to their duties. 

As a former city counselor, 
Stemmiler recalled, he was re- 


quired to give full time to his |

Pearson Plans to Guard Data 
Passed to U.S. in Future. 


OTTAWA, April 10 (AP) — 
Foreign Secretary Lester Pear- 
son said today Canada will take 
steps to insure that information 
on security matters passed to 
the United §$tates is not used 
for “wrong purposes in the 
future.” 

Pearson made the statement 
in the House of Commons in 
connection with United States- 
Canada relations following the 
suicide of Ambassador Herbert 
Norman in Cairo last week. - 

Ambassador Arnold Heeney | 
in Washington delivered a com- 
munication to United States 
State Secretary Dulles today. 

Pearson said intervention by 
an agency of a foreign govern- 
ment in Canadian affairs to ha- 
rass a Canadian citizen was “in- 
tolerable and should not take 
place.” Canada is perfectly 
capable of looknig after its own 
security affairs, he added. 

“If we fail in the discharge 
of our security responsibilities 
as a government, we are an- 
swerable to our own people, 
and not to a subcommittee of 
any foreign: legislature,” he 
asserted. 

Norman ended his life after 
a United States Senate sub- 
committee revived last month 
the charge that he had been 
a Communist at the outset of 
World War Il. 

A government official said a 
committee representing various 
Canadian agencies, including 
the Mounted Police and the 
Departments of Defense and 
Foreign Affairs, is looking into 
the security situation as a di- 
rect consequence of the Senate 
subcommittee disclosures.

100 HINDUS ARE DROWNED 
WHEN RIVER BOATS CAPSIZE 


BOMBAY, India, April 10 
(AP)—More than 100 Hindu 
pilgrims drowned today when 
two boats capsized in the 
Godavari river near Bhadrach- 
alam in Andhra state. They 
were only 100 yards from safety 
An official announcement said 
that rescuers recovered 70 
bodies. Earlier unofficial re- 
ports from Madras had placed 
the death toll at 200. 

The tragedy struck as two 
boats, lashed together. carried 
200 pilgrims across the river 
after worship at the temple of 
Sri Aama, a Hindu diety. One 
hundred yards from shore one 
boat tilted and some pilgrim 
Jumped in panic to the second 
vessel. Both capsized 

The accident was near Kotha- 
gudem, where 150 persons were 
killed last November after a 
railroad bridge collapsed and a 
train fell into the river.

The ships were | 
rerouted because of the closure 
of the Suez canal. 

Related to Mideast. | 

The State Department said | 
today the protest had been re- 
ceived, and immediately related 4 


it to the dispute in the Middle | 


East. In that area Russia has 
been backing the Egyptian | 
claim to unfettered control of 
the Suez canal. 

State Department press of- 
ficer Lincoln White, questioned 
about. the note at his news con- 
ference, said any detailed reply 
must await a final report from 
canal authorities. 

He said: 

“What I weuld like to point 
out, however, is. that it is in the 
interests of the United States 
and 6f all other users—I em- 
phasize ‘all ether users’—of the 
Panama canal that the security | 
regulations established to pro- 
tect the canal be strictly en- | 
forced.” 

White also commented that, 
the three vessels involved had | 
never been to the canal befare, | 
and measurements and security | 
checks are custamary in such 
cases,

ant to remember that the ships

Attempt at Disruption.

the Soviet vessels were given 
routine handling in accordance 
with regulations governing safe- 
ty of the canal. 

Measuring of the ships was 
for the purpose of determining 
tolls, canal officials said, and 
inspection of machinery, steer- | 
ing gear and other equipment | 
was to make sure the vessels | 
could transit the canal without | 
damage to locks and other fa- | 
cilities. 

Treaty Violations Charged. 

The Moscow _ broadcast 
charged the inspections “are a 
flagrant violation of the prin- . 
ciple of complete equality in 
the use of canals under the 
Panama canal treaty of 1901.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In reply to the editorial, “The Ob- 
durate Archbishop,” 1 point out: 

Cyprus was colonized by Greeks 
3500 years ago and has retained its 
Greek culture and identity against 
all invaders. The Eastern Roman 
Empire — the Byzantine Empire — 
gradually evolved into a Greek Em- 


pire. Byzantine Cyprus was from 
395 A.D. to 1191 A.D. 
Geography does not classify an 


ethnic group. The Dodecanese Is- 
lands and many of the Aegean Is- 
lands are only a mile from Turkey 
but the population has remained 
Greek from antiquity. Cyprus is one 
of the last Greek islands under for- 
eign rule. 

During all negotiations prior to 
Archbishop Makarios's exile, there 
was agreement as to safeguards of 
the Turkish minority and today Ma- 
karios guarantees them all rights of 
citizenship. Greeks and Cypriots have 
lived amicably in Cyprus for 35 
years following the Treaty of Lau- 
Sanne, Which states that Turkey re- 
nounces all rights to Cyprus. 

There are much larger Greek mi- 
norities in Turkey than there are 
Turkish minorities in Greece. In 
our concept of democracy, the ma- 
jority rules. 

The just solution for Cyprus is to 
allow her the basic human right of 
self-determination according to the 
U.N. Charter.

Authoritative sources are first to 
admit that even under the best of 
conditions such a program can con- 
tribute less than 20 per cent to ef- 
fective flood control.

Why the Budget Is Big 


To the Edjtor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The reactionary organizations that 
claim to speak for business, such 
as the United States Chamber of 
Commerce and the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, are cam- 
paigning for a cut in the budget, 
especially in the funds for welfare. 
They claim the budget is too big. 

They overlook the fact that our 
population is increasing, so that the 
budget should grow because it has 
to provide for the welfare of more 
people. And our standard of living 
is advancing, so that the standards 
of welfare, including government, 
should go up, too. 

If we compare 1940 and 1955, 
federal expenditures per capita and 
in dollars of constant purchasing 
power have actually declined by 
about 25 per cent of all items ex- 
clusive of defense. 

In the same period, state and lo- 
cal government expenditures for 
such services have increased. 

Accordingly, state and local gov- 
ernments find it increasingly hard 
to finance their essential functions. 
Therefore, it would be reasonable 
for the Federal Government to carry 
a larger fart of the load. 

In the long run, what is good for 
the people is good for business. If 
the reactionary organizations claim- 
ing to speak for business do not act 
on that principle, it is because they 
are blinded by their short-sighted 
and selfish efforts to cut income 
taxes in the higher brackets, and to 
reduce corporation profits taxes 
and taxes on dividend receivers.

Penal Progress in Missouri 


One of the saddest and most disillusioning 
facts about a penitentiary is that so few per- 
sons, outside of those within the walls, care 
about what goes on in the prison. It is only 
when there is something approaching the dis- 
astrous fires and rioting of September, 1954, 
at Jefferson City that anything more than an 
iota of general interest in the penittntiary is 
aroused. 

The callous treatment of the inmates and the 
backwardness of the system, which played a 
major part in bringing about the riots, were 
relatively unknown to the taxpayers. Yet tax- 
payers were the ones who had to foot the bill 
for the $3,000,000 in damage. But since Col. 
James D. Carter became head of the State Cor- 
rections Department in July, 1955, much has 
been done to improve conditions within the 
penitentiary. Also a $75,000,000 building bond 
issue was passed. 

Col. Carter’s report to the Missouri Senate 
Appropriations Committee on achievements at 
the riot-scarred prison within the past year is 
one that should be rfoted by every citizen, tax- 
payer or not. Senator C. R. Hawkins of Brum- 
ley described it when he said: “That sounds like 
an excellent report to me.” 

There are many things in the report that 
make it an excellent one but outstanding is the 
news that all but 297 of the 3238 prisoners are 
working whereas 2000 were idle a year ago. 
Idleness is a prime contributing factor to prison 
troubles and it ranked high in the list of causes 
of the rioting at Jefferson City in 1954. It is 
noteworthy that of the 297 idle men, 135 are in 
the hospital, 70 are older men unable to work 
and only 90-odd refuse to work. 

All prison employes, including the guards, 
who must wear uniforms, are now required to 
take what Col. Carter describes as a “thorough” 
training course. A training course of this kind 
is a good safeguard against the continued em- 
ployment of a person who is unsuited for carry- 
ing out prison duties. 


School work, which gives the prisoners in 
many cases perhaps their best opportunity to 
refit themselves. for society, has been greatly 
expanded. But the percentage of prisoners in- 
terested in education apparently is small since 
only 259 are enrolled. It is to be hoped that 
Col. Carter will do all that he possibly can to 
get more prisoners interested in improving their 
minds. And education may be furthered if 
judicious use is made of the centralized radio 
system now being installed. 


The new pre-release training program where- 
by men are prepared for going back into normal 
life should be valuable. Under it, the inmate is 
told that he has paid his debt, advised how to 
avoid mistakes that could cause him further 
trouble and given something approaching the 
general equivalent of a high school counseling 
course. That is quite different from the old 
system of escorting the man to the station and 
seeing that he gets on a train or bus. 

The Missouri penitentiary is still far from 
perfect but it at least has been greatly im- 
proved in the last year. The new program is 
humanitarian and it also is one that offers some 
insurance against more rioting such as that of 
1954. All in all, the report makes clear that a 
more enlightened State Corrections Department 
is making better use of the taxpayers’ costly 
investment at Jefferson City. 
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Dr. Oppenheimer at Harvard 

It is to the credit of Harvard and its alumni 
that Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer, the noted 
nuclear scientist, was greeted by an overflow 
audience when he delivered the first of eight 
scheduled William James lectures. 

This was the well-deserved answer for the 
Harvard alumni “Veritas Committee” which had 
sent a form letter to 10,000 selected graduates 
in which objection was expressed to Dr. Oppen- 
heimer’s “highly questionable moral back- 
ground.” 

This protest could only have been in refer- 
ence to the Atomic Energy Commission’s arbi- 
trary ruling that: although Dr. Oppenheimer 
was a loyal citizen he was not a good security 
risk. What he did for his country in developing 
the atomic bomb during the war far transcends, 
in the eyes of many people, the AEC split-de- 
cision ruling of 1954. 


It was ironical that in his Harvard lecture 
Dr. Oppenheimer should warn that “we face an 
enemy who doesn’t share our notion of liberty 
and development and destroys them when he 
can.’ He was speaking of the Communist bloc. 
Yet what he said applied to the Veritas Commit- 
tee which wanted to deny him the opportunity 
of speaking at Harvard. 
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To Prevent Union Abuses 

The convention of the United Automobile 
Workers has given other unions a lesson in how 
they may protect themselves—without govern- 
ment help—against charges such as those now 
leveled at the Teamsters. 

The Auto Workers have amended their con- 
stitution to adopt Walter Reuther’s plan for an 
independent board of private citizens with 
power to police the union. 

The board will have two major functions. It 
will hear appeals from UAW members who 
feel they were not fairly treated by the regu- 
lar appeals machinery of the union. In such 
a case, the decision of the board will be final. 
Not even the supreme power of the union, the 
convention, will have the right to reverse it. 

The citizens’ board also will have authority 
to investigate all reports of irregularities in 
the union. It will have an adequate staff to 
carry out such investigations, Expenses will 
be paid by the union. Board members will re- 
ceive per diem payments—but the UAW will 
not pay them a salary lest they, even subcon- 
sciously, favor the union's administration. 

The new set-up already has been belittled 
on two counts. The first is that the committee 
will be a “rubber stamp.” One of its members, 
Msgr. George Higgins of Washington, D.C., an- 
swers: “If (anybody) thinks this group is a 
‘rubber stamp,’ he is just as crazy as a loon.” 

There is further assurance in the fact that 
its members are, in addition to Msgr. Higgins, 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, Rabbi Morris Adler, 
Judge Wade H. McCree and Dr. Clark Kerr and 
Dr. Edwin Witte, respectively of the University 
of California and the University of Wisconsin. 

The other objection, raised on the floor of 
the convention, is that the record of the UAW 
indicates that the union doés not need this kind 
of policing. That may be so, but it is good to 
have an insurance policy. Further, Reuther be- 
lieves that the UAW has at least an indirect 
obligation to other unions, some of them with 
less enviable records.

For the present the UAW deserves a bow for 
a private innovation which promises to make 
public discipline unnecessary. Its development 
will be observed with keen interest.

A Good Idea Scaled Down 


Secretary of State Dulles’s proposal of an 
economic development fund through which to 
channel this country’s aid to underdeveloped 
countries follows the thinking of several recent 
studies on the subject except in one respect. 
In execution, he proposes to scale down the 
scope of this excellent idea well below the level 
suggested by such study groups as those at 
M.I.T. and Princeton. 

The idea of such a fund is based on the 
need for continuity and long-range planning in 
economic aid. As Secretary Dulles well said, 
in appearing before the special Senate subcom- 
mittee, economic development is not an annual 
event and cannot well be planned on the basis of 
annual appropriations. If Congress would adopt 
the policy of supporting such a fund, and while 
supervising its expenditure would not insist 
upon approving in advance each particular pro}j- 
ect in each country, both the recipients and the 
United States could plan more efficiently. 


Most of the studies of economic development 
have suggested a need for the investment of 
between 2.5 and 3.5 billions a year, with the 
United States supplying perhaps a maximum of 
2 billion a year for four years. Characteristi- 
cally, Secretary Dulles scales this down to not 
more than $750,000.000 a year and suggests that 
it be available in the form of “easy payment” 
loans instead of grants. This may be politically 
more palatable, but as Secretary Dulles himself 
suggests, the “loans” are not going to be the 
kind that any ordinary lending agency would 
make, and so it might be franker not to pretend 
that they will be repaid. 

The kind of help this country can most use- 
fully give the underdeveloped countries, indeed, 
may take the form of grants rather than loans. 
And the motive for giving it is not a hope of 
getting the money back, but a conviction that 
helping these lands advance in freedom serves 
our national interest better than driving them 
to the Communist bloc for aid. 

The main question is one of size. The Mar- 
shall Plan succeeded, in large part, because it 
was big enough to do the job. We spent 13 bil- 
lions in Europe in four years. 
a year—or 3 billions in four years—enough to do 
a bigger job in the underdeveloped countries?

Teaching a Strange Doctrine 

The reason Louis county public 
school officials give for opposing polling precinct 
consolidation is astonishing to say the least. 
What these officials argue is that if school vot- 
ing places were consolidated with voting places 
for other elections held the same day, many 
people not interested in school issues and prob- 
lems would vote in school elections. Apparently 
the fear is that this would work to the harm of 
the schools. Why not see it from the other 
point of view? Why not urge all taxpayers 
to take part in school elections—to help choose 
the best possible board members, to bring 
strongest possible support to meritorious school 
propositions?

Representative Porter of Oregon has called 
for the immediate resignation of Postmaster 
General Summerfield and the Cabinet member's 
prosecution under the Federal Urgent Defi- 
ciencies Act. The first-term Democrat says that 
although a business man, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral has made “tremendous miscalculations” in 
handling the operating funds of the Post Office 
Department. 

Arthur E. Summerfield's performance has 
been something less than perfect. He now is 
asking for $47,000,000 in deficiency appropria- 
tions to maintain present postal services, par- 
ticularly on Saturdays. This request for addi- 
tional current funds is to get the Post Office 
Department through to July 1. The $47,000,000 
represents almost exactly what was cut out of 
the Post Office appropriation by a conference 
committee last year. At the same time, the 
Postmaster General is renewing his request for a 
series of postal rate increases, for the next fis- 
cal year, including a rise in the first-class rate 
of about 33 per cent and in second-class mail of 
about 60 per cent. 

Mr. Summerfield’s tactics of urgency may 
have displeased many people, including quite a 
few members of Congress. Even so his proposals 
ought to be judged on their merits. Does he 
make his case—or does he not? That is what 
Congress should decide. Just about everyone 
agrees that the Postmaster General has worked 
hard at his job. How it would help solve the 
postal problems to have him dropped or prose- 
cuted, we do not see. 

A better approach would be for everyone who 
can get hold of the facts to weigh the Summer- 
field arguments sympathetically to find out 
how much factual support there is for them.

On the Brighter Side 

The Chamber of Commerce of Metropolitan 
St. Louis begins a constructive piece of work 
in its block-by-block survey of space in build- 
ings in the downtown area. AS announced by 
the chamber’s president, former Mayor Kauf- 
mann, the purpose is to establish the facts 
about vacant space, the kind of space vacant 
and the general conditions and characteristics 
of the structures involved. 

This information is needed. The tendency is 
to conclude from knowledge of several vacancies 
in a given area that empty building space is 
common. If, as a preliminary report shows, 90 
per cent of all bona fide office space is occu- 
pied in the area, it will be good to have that 
figure confirmed or tmproved by the full survey. 

Meantime, Mr. Kaufmann shares reassuring 
news when he says that although Rice-Stix and 
M.-K.-T, have recently moved employment out 
of St. Louis, the Missouri Pacific and Monsanto 
have moved in substantial numbers of employes. 
Similar good news is that 27 new plants have 
been established in the metropolitan area in the 
last 15 months and that in the same period St. 
Louis firms, so an inventory shows, have an- 
nounced their intention of investing $271,000,- 
000 in plant expansions. This includes the plan 
of the Peabody Coal Co. to erect a new office 
building in the downtown area and to establish 
a mechanized loading dock for industrial coal 
on the Mississippi opposite St. Louis. 

It is the nature of bad news to travel faster 
than good news so Aloys P. Kaufmann makes 
no mistake in calling attention to the brighter 
side of what is going on in St. Louis.

The McClellan committee showed 
good judgment in suspending its hear- 
ings for two weeks following its bout 
with Dave Beck, .

mansion which had been paid for with 
union funds in the first place. 

What more can the committee do 
respecting Mr. Beck? For his alleged 
violation of the tax laws he must an- 
swer in court. For the disrepute which 
Mr. Beck has brought upon the labor 
movement, he is answerable to the 
AFL-CIO. Finally, the Teamsters 
chief is answerable to his own union. 


If he cannot satisfactorily explain 
the damning evidence piled up by the 
Senate committee, how can his associ- 
ates avoid showing him the door? As 
these forces come to bear, the Senate 
investigators should take care not to 
overplay their hand.

The Executive Council of the AFL- 
CIO has given compelling proof of the 
federation’s determination to purge its 
ranks of malpractice and corruption 
with the suspension of Dave Beck as 
vice president and Council member 
and the probe it has ordered of the 
operations of his union. That such 
drastic action should be taken with no 
hesitation whatever is a token of the 
will that lies behind it.

Dave Beck has been portrayed before 
the Senate investigating committee as 
an unscrupulous looter of the funds 
entrusted to him by the Teamsters. 


Beck’s actions have been criminal, if 
the evidence given the Senators is to be 
trusted. If he committed crimes, they 
were offenses against state laws. It is 
the duty of local authorities in Wash- 
ington, Oregon, possibly Illinois, and 
every other state in which these alleged 
acts took place to initiate prosecutions. 


The Senate committee, for its part, 
should not stop with the Beck inquiry, 
and it seems unlikely that its members 
intend to do so. Senator McCarthy has 
invited his colleagues’ attention to 
Walter Reuther, boss of the United 
Automobile Workers, former president 
of the CIO and the potential Socialist 
candidate for President. 


We do not believe that Mr. Reuther 
has used union funds illegally, to give 
himself a luxurious living. He pre- 
sents a different kind of menace. 


Reuther over the years can claim to 
have elected governors and others who 
have tolerated and protected his law- 
less armies. His idea of revolution is 
one waged against local authority, until 
no one in the country dares oppose 
the demands of his union or tries to 
curb its tactics.

Between Book Ends 


Not Just for the Experts 


WAGING PEACE, by C. Maxwell Stanley. 
(Macmillan, 256 pgs., $4.50.) 


How the United States can contribute 
to a better understanding amogg the 
nations of the world has been the sub- 
ject of numerous books in recent years. 
Former presidents and prime ministers, 
cabinet officers, ambassadors, scholars 
and lower echelon government servants 
have put their thoughts on United 
States foreign policy on paper. Now a 
writer with a distinctly different back- 
ground, a successful business man, pre- 
sents his ideas about “Waging Peace.” 


C. Maxwell Stanley was born, raised 
and educated in Iowa and has lived 
there all his life. He is a senior part- 
ner and manager of an engineering 
firm, a past president of the Iowa En- 
gineering Society. Perturbed about 
the status of international affairs and 
deeply convinced that survival is the 
number one problem facing the 
United States, he has put down the 
slide rule for a time and picked up 
a pen. 

- . * 

Mr. Stanley examines many aspects 
of our complicated world very though 
fully. He carefully reviews some of 
the highlights of our foreign policy, as 
he sees it. To him the United ‘Nations 
is a most important instrument for 
world peace. He is convinced, how- 
ever, of the desirability of revising t! e 
United Nations charter, since so many 
nations who are now members had no 
voice when it was written. All nations 
should be given a chance to partic- 
ipate in framing the new charter and 
worldwide attention would thus be fo- 
cused on the U.N 


But the U.N. alone cannot insure 
peace. Each nation must contribute 
both within and outside the U.N. Here 
the main difficulty of the United States 
is found. We have no distinct and 
carefully laid out foreign policy. The 
author finds that the United States is 
not doing enough planned prevention 
to lessen the number of four-alarm 
fires. In his eyes, Secretary Dulles is 
more a fire chief, who jumps from 
crisis to crisis, usually belatedly and 
often inadequately. Instead, he should 
be a policy maker.

This book has some recommendations 
which will not meet with universal ac- 
claim. For instance, it cafls for U.N 
membership for Communist China. The 
United States should use this conces- 
sion as a bargaining device for getting 
other nations to agree to strengthen 
the U.N. Also the need for a broad 
disarmament agreement is discussed. 

Mr. Stanley’s contribution does not 
necessarily consist of any novel solu- 
tions to old problems. Waging peace 
is no easy matter. Still, he has writ- 
ten an important book. A new voice 
has been added to an area that until 
most recently was considered the ex- 
clusive domain of “experts.” Virtually 
ever since its conception, the State De- 
partment has all too often been the 
whipping-boy of everyone in and out 
of government. Business men have 
been especially critical of the “striped 
pants boys.” In part this is due to 
their feeling that the State Department 
is so unbusinesslike. 


“Waging Peace” is no whitewash of 
the State Department; yet it is sympa- 
thetic to its problems and challenges. 
Since it is written by a man who in 
no way has been associated with gov: 
ernment, and its reasoning and lan- 
guage are those of a business man, it is 
most likely to be stimulating to many. 
of the author’s colleagues.

Ontario Attorney General 
Kelso Roberts has launched a 
prosecution proceedings against 
the paper for allegedly violat- 
ing the Lord’s Day Act, a fed- 
eral law passed in 1906. For the 
last half century, the staunch- 
est self-appointed upholder of 
the act has been the Lord’s Day 
Alliance of Canada which has 
its headquarters here. 

Opponents of the alliance, 
who claim to be in the majority 
in this city, point out that the 
Lord’s Day Act already is tum- 
bling into ineffectiveness.

So, in partnership with Phelps Warren, he began 
in 1930 to develop American designs for ma&nufac- 
ture in this country. A few years later they were 
among e first to employ silk screen printing for 
hand-printed papers. Katzenbach is the recipient of 
the Justin P. Allman award “for his creative genius 
as stylist and his rare ability as educator in the 
field of distinguished wall coverings,” and is co- 
author, with his wife, of “Practical Book of Amer- 
ican Wallpaper.”

THROUGH THE 25 YEARS he has been in the 
icning field, he has watched—and helped—wall- 
paper keep pace with other tacets of fashion. 

“You find much the ‘same colors, for instance, in 
wallpaper that you find in cars or in clothes,” he 
said. “The same rules seem to apply. Right now, 
the aqua-turquoise color area is important in wall- 
paper just as in automobiles. Beige is replacing the 
cooler grays, not only in paper but in such articles 
as electric shavers. 

“The green era seems to be over. Many who for- 


merly had a great deal of green are now turning to 
the beige tones.”

BY AND LARGE, Katzenbach said, the retreating 
colors, the soft blues and grays and neutral beige, 
are best for the areas in the home where people 
spend a great deal cf time. In the living room, 
the paper should be subdued as a background for 
conversation or musie. Brighter colors, more stark 
accents, might be appropriate in the dining room or 
the rumpus room or any other area which is not 
used a great deal of the time. 

“The three-in-one idea is still quite good, that is, 
three walls of one color and a design on the fourth,” 
he said. “Of course, in contemporary architecture, 
you often haven’t a room with four walls that can 
be treated in that way. But it’s particularly effective 
in the bedroom, with a designed paper on the wall 
behind the head of the bed. It adds charm and 
interest to @he room.” 

A decorator, however, need not be slavish to rigid 
rules, he pointed out 

“Wallpaper is a very personal thing, and certain 
colors and designs might have a nostalgic feeling 
for one person and not for another. And there is 
no reason, if the decorator desires ft, not to use 
contemporary papers in a house of traditional design.

They ate responsible for more poisonings than lye, 
ammonia, roach powder, cleaning fluids, shoe polish and 
laundry bleach combined. 

These facts are well-known to doctors. They appar- 
ently are not so well known to parents, who persist in 
leaving bottles of aspirin on the shelf next to the tooth 
paste, within easy reach of small fry,

THE OTHER EXTREME is 
the “Do whatever you please” 
attitude.

A father who was listening to 
the mother read a psychology 
book which allowed = unre- 
strained freedom, said to her: 
“Where does it say we are to 
apply that free hand we are 
supposed to have?” 

Too often freedom is regarded 
as a source of all indiscipline. 
Repressive measures then are 
resorted to, which create fuel 
for rebellion. St. Augustine 
recalled the bitterness of his 
first days of school. He wrote: 
“I would prefer death rather 
than to be a child again.” 

a _ 

LIBERTY often permits in- 
discipline, but it does not cause 
it. Liberty is merely a condi- 
tion, and out of it may come 
slavery or self-government. 
Liberty is the condition both of 
obedience and of disobedience. 
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Liberty manifests itself some- 
times in sheer negation on the 
part of the child and sometimes 
by bare affirmation. To will to 
destroy this liberty under pre- 
text of order is to destroy the 
child. Nothing inferiorizes the 
child more than brutal imposi- 
tion or constraint which pre- 
vents the unfolding of person- 
ality. 

The education of liberty in a 
child must posses two qualities: 

1. It must be gradual. 

2. It must be associated with 
the moral order. 

It must appeal to the con- 
science of the educator and also 
to the one who is educated. 


* * * 

THERE is to be a gradual 
unfolding of liberty according 
to the age of the child. In in- 
fancy, this liberty is developed 
sometimes by sheer imitation or 
by suggestion which prompts 
the child to act spontaneously; 
or as if he did not feel that any 
order was being given. 

The peak of moral authority 
is in the attitude of the parent 
who says: “I ask for obedience, 
because I am responsible before 
God for you.” The child in his 


turn, if morally educated, will 
have in his heart the sentiment: 
“I will obey my parents because 
they take the place of God in 
my home. Where there is love, 
there is obedience; where there 
is obedience, there is the dis- 
covery of the secrets of happi- 
ness, as the scientist, by obeying 
the laws of nature, learns more 
of their secrets.
